1 . This is in response to applicant's Request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed 
1/24/08, in which claims 1 through 11 are pending. After further search and examination 
of the present application and in view of applicant remark, Claims 1 -1 1 are found to be 
in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teaches the central processor controls the plural processors to select the 
transmission-reception portion so that the reception level is maximum or/and the 
communication error occurrence rate is minimum and pausing for a time zone in which 
the communication load is low. These limitation , in conjunction with all other 
limitations, has not disclosed or suggested in the prior art of record.
